T h at’s proof that it Is not sufficient to 
watch the traffic lights-—it is also necessary 
to watch the automobile com ing around the 
corner, down the sidewalk or out of a store­ 
front. 
Of the pedestrians Injured in 1940, a 
total of 34 560 were injured w hile crossing 
intersections against the signal. But In that 
sam e year, 15.390 pedestrians were injured 
crossing intersections with the signal.
